Pearl  Baker 
cente«?d  her  attention  on  high  school  clubs.  There  was  not  an  executive  session  of 
any  kind  that  she  did  not  attempt  to  make  public.  All  the  remaining  news  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  Lincoln,  and  Roosevelt  was  salvaged  by  Bernadette  Brummel,  Eva  Cooke, 
and  Leone  Flamme.

The  twelve  members  of  the  Trail  Staff  organized  early  in  September,  elected 
Laurence  Spence,  editor;  Wanda  Snyder  and  Mary  Louise  Cost,  associate  editors;  and 
Dale  Haworth  and  Stuart  Mudge,  business  managers.  Monday  was  named  as  regular 
staff  day  for  plans  and  assignments,  and  work  began  at  once  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Katherine  Gemmill,  faculty  advisor  of  the  Trail. 

Laurence  Spence  as  editor  gave  the  second  hour  every  day  and  some  time  not  in 
his  school  day  to  planning  and  carrying  out  details  of  the  Trail.  The  snapshot  pages 
wore  his  special  diversion.  Wanda  Snyder  ran  the  Trail  typewriter  every  open  third 
hour;  Mary  Louise  Cost  was  quick  on  assignments  and  collaborated  with  Grayce 
Crooks  in  writing  the  calendar.  Thelma  Woodhouse  prepared  the  senior  data,  wrote 
the  rimed  class  prophecy,  and  made  other  contributions.  Her  eperience  as  a  News 
reporter  added  to  her  efficiency  as  a  staff  member.

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PAUL  CORNWELL,  Captain.  Two  letter  man.  No 
question  about  it;  Cornwell  was  the  best  tackle  in 
the  league;  hence  his  unanimous  choice  for  All- 
League  berth.  Having  an  exceedingly  fine  build 
and  also  possessing  football  sense,  Paul  led  his 
teammates  to  a  tie  championship,  mainly  by  in¬ 
spiring  self-confidence  in  his  men. 


ARCHIE  STUCK,  Fullback.  Brilliantly  finishing  four 
years  of  football,  Arch,  first  four-letter  man,  was 
named  as  the  All-Loague  full  back,  and  what’s 
more  as  captain  of  the  same  mythical  eleven.  His 
smashing,  driving,  spectacular  way  of  carrying  the 
ball  gave  him  the  name  of  the  greatest  ground 
galn'r  in  the  league.  Stuck  was  an  ideal  backfield 
man  and  one  who  could  play  on  any  man’s  team. 


RAY  HOUCK,  Tackle.  No  one  wanted  harder  to  win 
for  S.  H.  S.  than  did  Ray  Houck.  With  the  experi¬ 
ence  gained  in  winning  last  year’s  letter,  coupled 
with  Ray’s  groat  size  and  weight,  he  had  most  of 
his  opponents  at  a  disadvantage.  Especially  hard 
to  get  off  his  feet  and  always  one  of  the  first  to 
break  through,  Houck  gave  all  he  had  for  the  team 
and  finished  his  high  school  career  with  being 
placed  on  the  All-Loague  Second  Team. 
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WILLIAM  JEGEN,  End.  “Bill,”  with  lots  of  scrap  and 
plenty  of  fight,  seldom  was  to  blame  for  a  gain 
of  the  opponents  around  end.  Death  on  passes 
and  on  the  lookout  for  the  other  fellow’s  breaks, 
Jegen  played  a  fine  game  throughout  the  season, 
winning  as  a  reward  honorable  mention  in  the  All- 
League  choices.  Everywhere  in  the  Abilene  game 
he  was  seen  smearing  Abilene’s  plays,  mussing  up 
their  passes,  and  in  general  causing  havoc  with 
their  strategy. 


FRED  BAXTER,  End.  Three  letter  man.  This  •  was 
“Bax’s”  last  year  but  he  made  it  his  greatest.  At 
McPherson  Fred  played  a  great  game,  and  at  Con¬ 
cordia  he  saved  the  Maroons  from  being  sent  home 
with  a  shutout,  by  recovering  a  fumble  and  racing 
38  yards  for  the  only  Salina  score.  Always  carry¬ 
ing  his  share  of  the  fight,  Baxter’s  end  was  r 
favorite  for  the  Salina  backs  in  attempts  to  go 
around.  He  gained  the  honor  of  being  placed  on 
the  All-League  Eleven. 


RAYMOND  HAGGART,  Quai'terback.  Although  not 
so  large  as  his  fellow  players,  “Hag”  played  his 
first  and  last  year  with  th''  best  of  them.  At  Mc¬ 
Pherson  it  was  largely  his  punts,  though  not  break¬ 
ing  any  records  for  distance,  but  oh,  so  accurate 
and  so  steady,  that  gave  Salina  its  chance  to  win. 
An  excellent  ball  carrier,  “Hag”  could  wiggle 
through  unbe’ievably  small  holes  and  plant  the 
ball  far  into  the  enemy’s  territory  before  being- 
downed. 
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RUSSELL  ANDERSON,  Halfback.  “Russ”  played  his 
first  year  on  the  school  eleven  at  halfback  where 
he  showed  that  he  knew  his  “stuff.”  Even  though 
not  fast,  he  made  up  for  this  by  his  ball-carrying 
tactics.  See  “Russ”  hugging  the  ball  and  spill¬ 
ing  men  right  and  left,  reminded  one  of  a  ship 
plowing  through  heavy  seas.  At  McPherson  Andex1- 
son  played  his  best,  ripping  through  time  after 
time,  for  a  long  gain,  and  snagging  a  pass  to  make 
a  first  down. 


EARL  STUCK,  Halfback.  Asking  no  quarter  and  in 
turn  giving  none,  “Little  Stuck”  earned  his  first 
letter  and  showed  that  his  brother,  Arch,  hadn’t 
monopolized  all  the  football  talent  in  the  Stuck 
family.  He  worked  in  the  backfield,  fighting  hard, 
toting  the  ball,  leading  interference,  and  doing  all 
he  possibly  could.  He  has  two  more  years  to  play 
and  should  develop  into  an  outstanding  star.  At 
Concoi’dia  and  Ellsworth  Earl  exhibited  his  best 
skill. 


VERNON  SMYTHE,  Center.  Smythe  ,a  great  find  to 
Hinshaw  when  he  enrolled  in  S.  H.  S.  last  fail, 
came  here  from  Junction  City  High  with  two  years’ 
experience  on  its  first  team.  At  the  pivot  position 
Vern  showed  his  splendid  skill  in  passing,  surely 
and  accurately,  to  the  backs.  In  the  game  with 
Abilene  he  was  the  chief  mainstay  of  the  defense 
and  by  recovering  a  fumble  started  the  scoring. 
Smythe  received  honorable  mention  in  All-League 
All  Stars. 
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ADRIAN  CHILDS,  Guard.  Childs  knew  how  to  “hold 
that  line”  and  give  his  best  whether  the  team  was 
winning  or  losing.  His  consistency  made  him  a 
great  asset  to  the  team.  Though  not  starring  in 
any  particular  game,  it  would  have  been  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  have  dene  without  his  guard¬ 
ing.  Honorable  mention  in  the  Ad-League  All 
Stars  was  bestowed  upon  him  for  his  worthy  ef¬ 
forts  during  the  season.  He  has  one  more  year 
and  much  is  to  be  expected  of  him. 


WALTER  KNIGHT,  Halfback  DeLuxe.  Spectaculary, 
“Walt”  finished  his  first  year  of  football  by  liter¬ 
ally  running  wild  through  Abilene  in  the  greatest 
game  of  the  year.  Repeatedly  taking  more  punish¬ 
ment,  he  advanced  the  ball  until  he  had  carried  it 
witlun  scoring  distance.  Few  in  the  league  were 
more  difficult  to  stop.  He  was  placed  on  the  All- 
League  Second  Team.  Probably  Knight  will  be 
the  nucleus  of  the  ’28  squad. 


RANDALL  KORN,  Guard.  Korn  came  from  Great 
Bend.  When  he  turned  out  for  practice,  he  added 
ideal  material  to  Hinshaw’s  aspirants  for  the  first 
eleven.  His  p  aying  in  the  early  games  of  the 
season  promised  him  a  regular  docket  on  the 
team’s  rod,  but  a  bad  knee  kept  him  off  the  field 
most  of  the  season.  Against  McPherson  Korn 
played  his  best. 
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EARL  McNUTT,  Guard.  One  of  the  heaviest  men  on 
the  team,  McNutt  developed  into  a  first-string  man 
with  the  skill  acquired  from  being  a  last  year  first- 
string  “sub”.  He  was  not  great  as  an  offensive 
player  because  of  his  lack  of  speed,  but  as  a  de¬ 
fensive  man  he  was  unexcelled,  its  being  virtually 
impossible  to  get  him  off  his  feet. 


HARRY  NELSON,  Guard.  A  member  of  last  year's 
squad,  “Howdy”  used  this  experience  to  aid  him  in 
getting  a  permanent  berth  on  the  first  eleven. 
When  a  hole  was  needed  or  when  a  man  was  to  be 
tackled,  Harry  was  willing  to  try.  A  smashing, 
tearing,  scrapping  type  of  player  who  next  year 
should  find  himself  and  become  an  extraordinary 
performer.  He  has  two  more  years. 


DONALD  FARMER,  Guard.  Although  not  a  letter 
man,  Farmer  worked  hard  and  saw  some  real 
service,  however,  hardly  enough  to  be  honored  witn 
a  letter.  He  had  the  size,  the  willingness-to-try, 
and  the  ability.  He  played  at  several  positions, 
but  accomplished  most  as  guard.  Farmer  was  a 
three  year  squad  member. 
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CAFTAIN  ERNEST  OBERG.  The  diminutive  sharp¬ 
shooter  of  the  Maroon  cagers  led  his  team  to  the 
runner-up  mark  in  the  league  race.  Though  some¬ 
times  hampered  by  his  size  when  the  “heaving  in” 
of  a  long  difficult  shot  or  the  “pot-shooting”  of  a 
free  throw  was  needed,  “Swede”  could  hold  his  own 
with  anyone.  At  Abilene  “Swede”,  the  star  of  the 
game,  came  in  from  the  bench  and  proceeded  to 
put  the  game  on  ice  for  Salina  by  superlative  goal 
shooting  in  the  last  quarter. 


ROGER  LAGERBERG.  Surprisingly  fast  at  handling 
the  ball,  wonderfully  accurate  in  making  almost 
impossible  “tip-in”  shots,  “Lag”  won  the  greatest 
honor  that  can  come  to  a  C.  K  .L.  athlete  by  being 
chosen  as  an  All-League  forward.  In  Lagerberg 
Hinshaw  had  a  nalmost  ideal  man  for  a  forward 
position.  Roger,  lanky  yet  little,  tall  yet  heavy, 
p.ayed  a  fast  game  in  every  minute  of  the  contest 
whether  against  an  easy  or  a  hard  opponent. 


ARCHIE  STUCK.  Stuck  is  easily  the  greatest  basket¬ 
ball  athlete  Salina  High  has  ever  developed.  The 
only  unanimous  choice  and  the  captain  of  the  Ail- 
Central  Kansas  League  “Mythical  Five,”  he  broke 
all  scoring  records,  not  only  for  a  single  game 
but  also  for  a  season.  “Arch,”  a  four-letter  man, 
has  grown  better  and  taster  with  the  passing 
of  each  year  until  now  any  college  cr  university 
coach  would  we  come  him  to  his  squad,  in.  the 
Chapman  game  here  he  made  the  amazing  indi¬ 
vidual  score  of  38  points,  breaking  the  iormer 
record  of  33  points  made  in  1927. 


RUSSELL  ANDERSON.  “Russ”,  neither  a  sensational 
basketeer  nor  a  spectacular  player,  was  placed  on 
the  district  all-tournament  team,  winning  such  dis¬ 
tinction  by  cool,  heady,  and  remarkably  defensive 
playing.  Anderson  had  the  size  and  the  ability  that 
Hinshaw  sought.  Although  he  played  a  close,  light 
game  under  the  back-board  and  warded  off  attempt 
after  attempt  for  goals,  he  committed  fewer  per¬ 
sonals  than  any  other  regular  first-team  man  of 
any  team  in  the  league. 


LEONARD  CHANCE.  With  a  year  c-f  experience  under 
his  belt,  Chance  developed  into  a  first  team  man 
but  was  handicapped  by  poor  eyesight  which  kept 
him  from  many  games.  Leonard  played  dependab  y 
throughout  the  season  and  at  times  when  “hot  ', 
his  playing  was  brilliant.  As  to  downright  hard 
work  in  training  he  contributed  more  than  his 
share. 


WALTER  KNIGHT.  “Walt”  was  chosen  for  the  All- 
League  team,  the  first  colored  athlete  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  league  to  win  such  honors.  After  having- 
played  only  one  year  in  the  league  although  only 
a  junior,  he  was  without  equal  when  it  came  to 
pulling  down  rebounds  or  in  accomplishing  an 
especially  hard  task  of  fast  guarding.  Many  a 
point  was  added  to  Salina’s  score  by  a  long  shot 
from  Knight  at  the  center  of  the  court. 


CARL  FINNEY.  Finney  was  a  letter  man  and,  al¬ 
though  a  substitute,  a  valuable  member  of  the 
second  string.  Carl  always  played  a  clean  game 
and  on  account  of  his  quick  thinking  and  dodging 
will  be  a  great  asset  to  next  year’s  team.  He  is 
a  junior. 


LLOYD  MILLISON.  Lloyd  Millison  reported  for  a  try¬ 
out  for  the  first  time  this  year  and  became  one  of 
the  most  valuable  substitutes.  On  account  of  sick¬ 
ness,  he  was  unable  to  play  in  many  of  the  games. 
Lloyd  was  a  swift  but  careful  player  and  played 
good  ball  throughout  the  season. 


CECIL  MILLER.  Miller  is  another  player  well-worth 
mentioning.  Owing  to  a  sprained  ankle  he  r  ceived 
in  the  Abi’ene  game  he  was  forced  to  withdraw 
from  active  service  on  the  squad.  He  played  a 
good  swift  game  and  was  considered  a  fin  '  shot. 
Miller,  who  played  this  year  as  a  substitute,  will 
have  two  more  years  at  Salina  High  School. 
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JOHN  EBERHARDT.  With  a  Junior-High  letter  and 
a  year  of  squad  work  behind  him,  John  grew  better 
with  each  game.  Though  not  fast  or  heavy  enough 
for  playing,  Eberhardt  earned  the  right  to  wear 
an  “S”  and  was  always  ready  whe  na  substitute 
was  needed.  Hard,  steady  playing  characterized 
Eberhardt’s  game. 


ROLAND  BANE.  Bane,  an  aggressive  and  hard  fight¬ 
er  under  the  opponents  basket,  was  used  as  a  sub¬ 
stitute.  His  speed  enabled  him  to  break  through 
almost  any  defense,  and  his  accurate  passing  made 
him  a  fine  floor  man.  Bane  was  always  steady  and 
knew  just  what  to  do.
